of  the  Health  Administration  of  the  County  for  the  year  1939. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  Wehh 
Board  of  Health,  the  Report  has  been  considerably  curtailed. 

No  outstanding  development  occurred  in  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Health  Services  in  the  County  during  the  year 
under  review.  The  plans  for  building  and  equipping  a Materni:;- 
Block  at  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  unfortunately  had  t 
be  cancelled. 

In  view  of  the  increase  of  the  population  of  the  Com. 
due  to  the  influx  of  people  from  vulnerable  areas,  the  conditm: 
of  the  Rural  water  supplies  and  the  provision  of  Hospit 
accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  cannot  be  regarded 
satisfactory.  Should  a further  influx  of  people  occur,  specn 
vigilance  will  be  needed. 

The  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  Death  Rate,  Inf  '. 
Mortality  Rate,  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  and  the  Death  Rat 
due  to  Tuberculosis  are  given  in  the  text  of  the  Report  and 
not  call  for  special  comment.

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  < 
interest  you  have  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Heal 
Department  and  for  allowing  me  the  privilege  and  joy 
working  amongst  you. 

I gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  the  mend  1 ' 
of  the  Staff  and  thank  them  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and 
the  ungrudging  way  they  have  accepted  the  many  extra  dut;
